Nearly all the ollices go to the 
iiieiimbeiits during the last Congress.

The Late Flrn at Mrs. Morris' b'tore Thuroitgli- 
ly Inveatli{ati'il~Tho .fury's Vcrdirt. 

At 2 o'clock yesterday aftui'iu'on in the 
police court room an mvcstisutiou into 
the origin of thi3 fire at Mrs. j^rris' .atore 
was held before Mr. E. Johnson, S. M. 

The following gentloiiiun acted as jury- 
men: Geo. Crossnnii, Win. Fullurl,on 
and .lussiu Brown, and Mr. C. F. Moore 
acted as clerk. 

His honor brielly stated to the jury why 
tlioy weru called upon and at whosu in- 
stance, after which the folloiviiii; testi- 
mony was taken, Mr. S. Purry Mills 
appearing on belialf of Mr. T. Nuttall, 
agent for the Phoanijc Fire Insurance 
Com]jany. 

Thomas Deasy, sworn— -In October last 
was assistant engineer of the lire depart- 
ment; was iireseiit at the tire on Mrs. 
Morris' premises on ()ct. 1-1; it was in the 
night; saw lire in the pai'titiini, al'out lif- 
teen feet from the room; was a small 'jiie- 
story wooden Imilding on .lohnson street; 
>vas occupied as a boot and shoo storu and 
residence in the rear; when .1 got there 
the door was shutj a police officer was at 
the door; 1 went around to the side and 
saw smoke issuing from a number of 
places; saw llamcs through a wimlow; 
went into the building through the front 
door; went near the tiro and had it 
hard time getting out. 'Thu door was 
not looked when 1 went in. From ap- 
jioarance it seemed to be working towards 
.Johnson street; I did not notice a stovo 
or lire[)lace near the petition; did not no- 
tice any inllaium.'iblc material near where 
the tiro originated. Found a ligliled lam]i 
in the kitchen and a lamp biirniiig on the 
tJible. 

To Mr. Mills —The lire aiipeaicd to be 
confined in the jietition between thu store 
and thu hedroom; there was a broken 
lamp on the tloor whuio tho Iiro was; the 
stream through the window would knock 
a lamp over; cannot say bow large a stock 
there was in the building; s.'iw some of 
tin.' stock next day at Isaac's store; I 
think the lire starlcd ncir the hcid of the 
bed. 

To Mr. Morris .Mi.ss 'I'he time inii;lit 
have beoil as late as !1 o'clock. 

Mr. John Braden, sworn— I have been 
a tiremaii and wont to the lire on Oct. 
Hitii; saw the doms opi'n in the store; 
handed down boxes coiilaiiiiiig shoes; 
about si.\ or eii;lit nieii were handing 
down boxes; s.iw tlaiue:; ab,i\ e the ehim 
liey and c.-illed ■\lr. 1 )easy 's al I eiit ion 1 ■ • 
the lire; ihc hose was I iiriied on I he llami ,■. 
and the lire ]inl out ; the force of water 
washed the lids oil t he boxes. 

To Mr. Morris Moss — The lire occurreil 
about 9 o'clock. 

Mr. J. D. Graham - I was tit tlio fire on 
.lohnson street at !l:20 |i. in.; cnde:i\ i U'ed 
to get into the building bill could nclun 
account of ilense smoke ; mil iced no shoe.-, 
burnt, but saw the people carr\ing tliein 
out. 

(Jllicer Walker, swoni- l was at the 
lire on Juhnsou street, which occurred -..i 
0:25; saw smoke from my beat on Wharf 
street; when 1 arrived OHieer llawton 
opened the door and went inside; hecaini' 
out inniiediately and shut the iloor to pre- 
vent the drauglit ; shortly after saw men 
carrying out slu'es; examined the premises 
and I am of oiiiuioii that tho Iiro ataried 
in the [lartii ion at the head of the bed : 
most of the goods wont to Messrs. Isaacs 
it Hurt's store. 

To Mr. Mills- 1 saw a iiuinbcr of shoes 
damaged by water, and saw a brokeii 
hiinp on the tloor ne.ir thu bod. 

To .Mr. .Moss Saw a 1,'irge (|Uantity ol 
goods damaged by water. 

To the Court — Did not see anyone in 
the bouse. 

Ullicor llawt(ni, sworn, s.iid: Heard the 
fil'e bells and went to the store, where I 
saw a lot of men and boys; put them out 
and .shut the door until tlic projier p.irt ic- 
came. 

To .Mr. .Alills. Saw ne.-irly all (iie -.hoes 
taken out ; they were not burni, but a 
large luimlier were d.iiiiagcd by water. 

'I'll His Honor- -Could not name any 
one who was in the store when 1 arrived ; 
no la-np was alight in the store that 1 
could sue; could not seo into the back 
portion of the building. 

Mra. .Moriis was then sworn and de- 
posed .-is follows; Kept a boot and shoe 
store on .iolmson street; clo.sed the store 
at (;;;iO on the night of t he lire; wei.t to 
the Synagogue and after that to .Mrs. 
Pliillilis': did not liear the bells and was 
told while going home that my piace had 
been burned; left' the lamps burning, one 
in tho store, one in thu kitchen and one 
in the hedroom : these lights were burn- 
ing :iccor.ling I o ,1 ridiLlioiis custom; the 
laiii[i in the bedroom slood on a little 
table near the partition; did not tell .Mr. 
X^ilttall that 1 suspect e;l some one had set 
liru to the building; told him that 1 lost 
niy jewelry; my husband died some time 
ago; the stock consisted of boots and 
slioes; .Mr. Moss was appointed executor 
and he lias ii.'id entire cliargeof my ckiiuis 
for damage.-,; there was no sLnve or urate 
in niy bcdrocuii ; 1 Irivi- "not Im'cii iisiim 
the chimney; 1 did not gn in ibc. building 
after it was burned; diil not know 
that the store was burned until 1 went 
down the street. 

To Mr. Mo.ss Tin; he.id of the bed was 
towards the p;irtitioii; I could in' reach 
till' lamp on the t.ibh' frum tin- bed; my 
husband ,'ippointed you the executor ol 
the estate; you icsked me how iii icli stoel; 
I had, and 1 told you 5j;j,000; 1 attended 
the Synagogue every Friday night since 
my husband died. 

To His Honor Tlii^ slock is mine; my 
liusli;ind insured the slock ami fiirnilure; 



the store and bedroum; did r.ot lend 
money to my sistor before the lire; have 
paid one note of ^200 for her since ; all 
the boi)ts that wore saved were taken 
over to Mr, Isaacs'; theru were some 
hoots burnt on the 'iihelvuH; could not nay 
how many; am, clertain that nothing was 
saved on theJ)apk:Rhelves. ". 

To Mr. Moss— There are shelves on

IM orris as far as Johnson streut; had some
